ATLANTIC CITY , N.J. (AP* 
— President Johnson told a b ell! 
ringing, cheering crowd of lab oi 
union memb ers today that 
he 
will recommend a cut in excise 
taxes next year. And he hinter 
at other tax cuts if prosperitj 
continues. 
This was Johnson's first flat 
disclosure that he fav ors lowei 
excises — taxes on the 
retail 
price of 
such 
items 
as 
lip- 
sticks, auto tires and telephone 
calls. 
Johnson, reluming to Con v c n 
tion Hall where he was norm 
nated b y last 
month’s Demo 
cratic National Conv ention, ad 
dressed some 3,500 delegates tc 
the 12th b iennial conv ention oi 
the United Steelworkers Union. 
Minutes b efore his arriv al, the 
delegates unanimously endorsed 
his candidacy. 
Talking 
of 
b read and b utter 
issues, Johnson sought to asso­ 
ciate the Repub lican party with 
“ v oices of doom and despair.” 
Although he did not mention the 
GGP, the President said these 
v oices 
hav e b een using “ the 
same worn-out phrases against 
progressiv e legislation from So­ 
cial Security through the war oc 
pov erty.” 
He said the pub lic hears — 
b ut will not heed — “the same 
old arguments in the same old 
way, written, I imagine, b y the 
same old m an.” 
Turning to tax policy, John­ 
son had this to say; 
“We will continue 
a fiscal 
policy which expands purchas­ 
ing power to meet our power to 
produce. The tax cut was a 
part of this policy. In the fu­ 
ture, we will not permit federal 
rev enues to b ecome a drag on 
our economy. 
Next year, 
we 
are planning to cut excise tax­ 
es.” 
By 
pledging 
that 
rev enues 
would not b e allowed to drag 
down 
tile 
economy, 
Johnson 
hinted at further tax reduction. 
The 1964 tax cut, for example, 
was b ased largely on the theory 
that rev enues were putting a 
b rake on the economy. 
Sen. Barry Coldwater, Repub ­ 
lican presidential candidate, al­ 
ready is on record as fav oring 
new tax cuts. Coldwater earlier

Johnson, returning to Conven 
tion Hall where he was nomi­ 
nated by last month’s Demo 
cratic National Convention, ad 
dressed some 3,500 delegates tc 
the 12th biennial convention oi 
the United Steelworkers Union, 
Minutes before his arrival, the 
delegates unanimously endorsed 
his candidacy. 
Talking 
of 
bread-and-butter 
issues, Johnson sought to asso­ 
ciate the Republican party with 
“ voices of doom and despair." 
Although he did not mention the 
GOP, the President said these 
voices have been using “the 
same worn-out phrases against 
progressive legislation from So­ 
cial Security through the war oc 
poverty." 
He said the public hears — 
but will not heed — “the same 
old arguments in the same old 
way, written, I imagine, by the 
same old man." 
Turning to tax policy, John­ 
son had this to say: 
“ We will continue a fiscal 
policy which expands purchas­ 
ing power to meet our power to 
produce. The tax cut was a 
part of this policy. In the fu­ 
ture, we will not permit federal 
revenues to become a drag on 
our economy. 
Next year, 
we 
are planning to cut excise tax­ 
es." 
By 
pledging 
that 
revenues 
would not be allowed to drag 
down 
tile 
economy, 
Johnson 
hinted at further tax reduction. 
The 1964 tax cut, for example, 
was based largely on the theory 
that revenues were putting a 
brake on the economy. 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, Repub­ 
lican presidential candidate, al­ 
ready is on record as favoring 
new tax cuts. Goldwater earlier 
this month proposed income tax 
reduction of 5 per cent for five 
years, contingent on tight budg­ 
et control.

More than IOO of these b a n ­ 
cal freaks have lived hrugh 40 
centuries 
and 
experts believe 
they’re good for another mil- 
lenium or tw’o. 
In an attempt to find out just 
how long the bristlecone pine 
can live in its natural environ- 
| ment, the U.S. Forest Service 
has set asde 28,000 acres in the 
White Mountains 20 miles east 
of here between the 9,000- and 
11,000-foot 
levels, 
w’here 
the 
annual rainfall seldom exceeds 
12 inches. 
Unlike 
the 
towering 
3,500- 
i year-old 
sequoia, 
the 
starved 
bristlecone seldom reaches 30 
* feet in height. 


It gets its name from its cone, 
much 
like 
other 
pine 
cones 
except for a bristle that extends 
from each .section of the waffled 
surface. 
Wily does it live so long** 
Dr. 
Robert 
Wrighl 
of 
the 
University of Redlands Biology 
Department, who has made a 
udy of the bristlecone, credits 
a dry climate and little if any 
competition in its home above 
the timberline 
for 
wdiat 
nu­ 
trients can be scrounged from 
the mountain soil. 
Wet rot kills most trees at a 
comparatively young age. Even 
the giant redwoods, highly r e ­ 
sistant to rot, eventually topple 
when they get so big their roots 
can’t hold in soft, moist soil. 
The scrubby bristlecone in its 
arid climate has no such prob­ 
lem. 
Other brist!econes have been 
found 
in milder 
clim ates 
in 
mountain country eastward to 
Colorado, Wright says, but none 
begin to approach the age of 
those in the White Mountains. 
Somehow, just learning to live 
in a virtually impossible envi­ 
ronment, these tortured forms 
have found the secret of endur­

Migratory labor has been an im por­ 
tan t facet of the A m erican fa rm com ­ 
mun ity for d ecad es, in fact ever sin ce 
the small family fa rm 
began 
to 
be 
d warfed by the large corporate en ter­ 
prise. M an y econ omies of operation are 
in heren t in large fa rm s but they are 
at a d isad van tage in acquirin g suffi­ 
cien t help d urin g peak h arvest season s 
to get the crops to m a rke t. 
It is d urin g this crucial period , when 
crops are read y to be h arvested an d will 
n ot wait for an y m an . when the m ig ra­ 
tory worker largely d eterm in es wheth­ 
er some farm s will show a profit or a 
loss. 
For the last 15 years at least, labor 
shortages were averted on m a n y farm s 
because the ran ks of the d omestic mi­ 
gratory farm w orkers were swelled by 
Mex ican braceros.

Migratory labor has been an impor­ 
tant facet of the American farm com­ 
munity for decades, in fact ever since 
the small family farm 
began to 
be 
dwarfed by the large corporate enter­ 
prise. Many economies of operation are 
inherent in large farm s but they are 
at a disadvantage in acquiring suffi­ 
cient help during peak harvest seasons 
to get the crops to market. 
It is during this crucial period, when 
crops are ready to be harvested and will 
not wait for any man. when the migra­ 
tory worker largely determines wheth­ 
er some farms will show a profit or a 
loss. 
For the last 15 years at least, labor 
shortages were averted on m a n y farms 
because the ranks of the domestic mi­ 
gratory farm workers were swelled by 
Mexican braceros. 
That will end Dec. 31. when a new 
law will go into effect banning the bra­ 
ceros from the United States. The ef­ 
fect of this ban on many American 
farms could be revolutionary. S o m e 
farmers fear it might be disastrous. 
Migrant farm laborers are employed 
in 33 states, but California and Texas 
rely on braceros most heavily, because 
they are also ports of entry for thou­

Uncooperative Farms 


An interesting phenomenon is taking 
place in Soviet agriculture, as the Mow- 
cow planners more and more find it dif­ 
ficult to excuse severe deficiencies in 
the vital area. 
What the phenomenon amounts to is 
that planned Soviet agriculture has fail­ 
ed and the officials responsible for it 
— from Khrushchev on down — a r e 
trying to introduce a watered down 
free enterprise climate to the farm 
while desperately trying to disguise it 
as something else.

Khrushchev popped Soviet 
eyeballs with his declaration that incen­ 
tives to individual workers who produc­ 
ed more than others was permissable 
in Soviet society.
